Site of Home for Aged Not Settled 


A meeting of the provisional 
committee for the Home for the 
Aged was held at the County of¬ 
fice Jan. 21, with representatives 
present from the County, the Town 
of Vulcan and the villages of 
Champion and Carmangay. Com¬ 
mittee members from the other 
villages in the County were unable 
to attend. 

The choosing of a suitable site 
for the proposed $200,000 Home 
was still not settled at the con¬ 
clusion of the meeting. A proposed 
site near the hospital Is not fovor- 
ed by the Town, as it has been 
wholly surveyed and sub-divided 
for residential construction. Some 


members of the committee also 
felt that it was too close to the 
hospital. Two alternative sites 
were proposed—one in the same 
“golf course" subdivision but 
farther west and adjacent to land 
that has been reserved for a pro¬ 
posed small park; and one on the 
north-west side of town. 

It was decided to ask the De¬ 
partment of Welfare to send a 
representative to Vulcan to assist 
in choosing a suitable location. The 
meeting was Informed that the 
Village of Champion has offered a 
site for the Home but no action 
was taken on the offer at this 
meeting.

Drifting Control 

D. T. Anderson, 
Agricultural Engineer 
(Lethbridge Experimental Farm) 

When snow is on the ground, we 
sometimes feel that soil drifting is 
not a problem that needs atten¬ 
tion. However, when the Chinooks 
start to blow, the snow cover does 
not last long, and high winds can 
then begin to wreak havoc with 
our soil. Our experience last 
December and January should re¬ 
mind us that winter can be a time 
of soil drifting and that we should 
be prepared to take Immediate 
action if our fields begin to drift. 

This fall there were many fields 
In southern Alberta that lacked 
sufficient trash cover to provide 
protection from the wind. This 
was particularly true on irrigated 
land. These bare fields should be 
watched closely so that emergency 
control measures can be under¬ 
taken at the first signs of drifting 
to avert widespread movement of 
soil from the productive fields of 
southern Alberta. 

Emergency control measures are 
based on three principles. The first 
Is to provide a protective cover. 
Small focal points from which soil 
has drifted can be protected by 
spreading straw or manure over 
the area. This measure, If utilized 
In the early stage* of drifting, can 
frequently prevent trouble over an 
entire field. 

The second principle Is to re¬ 
establish the cloddy structure of 
the surface soil. On frozen soils 
this can best be done with a heavy 
duty cultivator utilizing chizel 
points or shanks spaced at Inter¬ 
vals of two to throe feet. An alter¬ 
native Is to use a one-way disc 
with all but every fourth disk re¬ 
moved from the arbour bolt. Under 
non-frozen soil conditions the 
heavy duty cultivator or a similar 
Implement may be used to roughen 
the soil and bring clods to the sur¬ 
face. 

The third principle Is to trap 
moving soil particles on the field. 
This Is accomplished by listing the 
soil at right angles to the prevail¬ 
ing wind. Lister shovels spaced 
about three feet apart on a culti¬ 
vator or the one-way lister can be 
used for this purpose. Listing Is re¬ 
quired on fields that are covered 
with dunes of drifted soli, or under 
other conditions where It Is not 
possible to create a lumpy soli sur¬ 
face. 

Experience has shown that soil 
drifting can be brought under con¬ 
trol on any field by the adoption 
of one or more of the proven re¬ 
medial measures. Clods or lumps 
of frozen soil are subject to con¬ 
tinuous breakdown by weathering 
forces. We must Inspect our fields 
periodically throughout the re¬ 
mainder of this winter and next 
spring and be prepared Ho take 
further action whenever necessary.

IS TREE PLANTING PART OF 
YOUR FARM PROGRAM. 

Throughout history, lack of 
trees and removed of trees have re¬ 
sulted In loss of soli, economic 
hardship and often famine for 
nations and peoples dependent on 
the productivity of the soil for 
their existence. 

In early historic times, lack of 
knowledge and foresight, and in¬ 
difference on the part of those in 
authority, contributed to the re¬ 
corded and known results. Today, 
we have, not only a knowledge of 
the value of treev but technical 
help and planting material are 
also available for. the asking, says 
John Walker, Superintendent, In¬ 
dian Head Forest Nursery Station, 
Sask. 

The planting of field shelter- 
belts Is a practical and economical 
means of protecting soil, against 
erosion by wind. Farmers who 
have been connected with the 
earliest plantings In the Experi¬ 
mental field shelterbelt areas at 
Conquest, Sask., and at Lyleton, 
Man., have, in their own lifetime, 
enjoyed significant benefits from 
their early ti-pe planting efforts. 
Think too, what It has done to the 
appearance of the countryside. 

An Inevitable increase In Can¬ 
ada’s population within the next 
generation will require a stepped- 
up production of food. Agricul¬ 
tural land is also being utilized for 
home-building through the expan¬ 
sion and growth of urban centres. 

More intensive cultivation of 
available land is undoubtedly the 
answer to the challenge of In¬ 
creased world population, and the 
need of greater food supplies. In 
such a program of land use tree 
planting has earned Its rightful 
place by reducing wind velocity, 
lessening soil erosion. Increasing 
soil moisture and controlling snow 
movement.
